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Mrs Stoehr, 79, 
Companion Die 
In Plane Wreck

LA VERNE — To Folks at Brackett Field here, 
Nina Stoehr, 79, was known as “ Polly,” the flying 
grandm other from Pasadena. 
Friday night Polly, as she liked to be called, and 
a passenger were killed when their single-engine 
Bonanza clipped a tree and crashed onto a vacant 
lot in Azusa. 
Federal Aviation Administration spokesman said 
Mrs. Stoehr, who took up flying in her 60s, and 
Della L. Kerfoot, 68. of Monrovia, had attem pted 
a forced landing on the lot on a flight from Brack­ 
ett to Sanra Barbara. 
Mrs. Stoehr was a fam iliar sight at Brackett, 
where she kept her plane from her earliest flying 
days. 
“ She was a very outgoing person, alw ays enthus­ 
iastic about flying. Probably 
one 
of 
the 
m ajor 
things in her life was flying,” said Ja m e s H. Van 
Wagner, a puot and m anag er of the Pomona Water 
Departm ent, who knew Mrs. Stoehr for more than 
10 years. 
“ Any time there was an event at Brackett, she 
was always there,” said Van Wagner, referring to 
the air activities in which Mrs. Stoehr took part. 
This included the Jim 
Long Memorial Air Race 
and the Powder Puff Derby. 
“ She was rem arkable. That would be the best 
description,” rem arked Donna Soper, secretary at 
Brackett Air Service. 
Mrs. Stoehr had taken off from Brackett and lat­ 
er, 
according 
to 
witnesses, 
the 
plane’s 
engine 
sputtered, then stopped and the aircraft fell in a 
spirallng arc. 
She was the wife of Pasadena attorney F reder­ 
ick G. Stoehr, also a flyer. 
Mrs. Stoehr, once a school teacher, took up fly­ 
ing at an age when most people are taking up re­ 
tirem ent. 
She conducted a one-woman cam paign in behalf 
of flying and in the business cards she often hand­ 
ed out, she noted that she was an "ex-IF F Duch­ 
ess,” referring to the International Flying F arm ers. 
She was elected “ duchess,” at an IF F conven­ 
tion in 1962. 
“ I have respect for the sky,” she once said. “ A 
sense of responsibility that approaches anxiety.” 
“ I check and double check before taking off. 
Both 1 and my plane must be airworthy. 1 don’t 
want to be a casualty. 1 don’t want to give aviation 
a blot.’’ 
Officials said they were able to identify Mr*. 
Stoehr by the m em bership cards in her wallet. 
One of them was one of 
her 
business 
cards. 
“ Always yours for safe flying,” it read.

“ indifference 
or 
official 
vi­ 
olence,” they would “use any 


means

disregard to them selves or the

staff”

The demands included calls 
for 
black 
doctors, 
nurses, 
parole board mem bers and a 
warden; release of the blacks 
in the disciplinary unit; and a 
fund-raising drive for the Black 
Panther Party. 
Park had no comm ent on the 
specific 
demands, 
but 
did 
em phasize that every effort is 
being 
made 
to 
recruit 
more 
black prison personnel at every 
level.

“ Some

m ay be one... we are training 
black administrators as fast as 
we can.” 
He said 6 per cent of the 
prison staff and 32 per cent of 
the convict population is black.

any of the strikers appear to be 
suffering physically they will be 
given intravenous feedings.

On Sept. 11 the Justice De­ 
partm ent agreed to settle the 
suit 
in 
return 
for assurances 
from the autom akers and the 
Automobile 
M anufacturers 
As­ 
sociation that they will develop 
antism og devices competitively 
and 
refrain 
from 
deciding 
am ong themselves when the de­ 
vices will be installed. 
If approved by the judge, the 
settlement would have the force 
of a court decision, and the auto 
companies would be compelled 
to abide by it. 
The congressmen contend the 
settlement “ is not in the best in­ 
terests of the people.” 


Military Spending 
Bill Clears House 
After Bitter Fight

Inquest Slated 


In Gun Death 
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House Clears $21.35 Billion 


In Plane Crash

LA VERNE — To Folks at Brackett Field here, 
Nina Stoehr, 79, was known as “ Polly,” the flying 
grandmother from Pasadena. 
Friday night Polly, as she liked to be called, and 
a passenger were killed when their single-engine 
Bonanza clipped a tree and crashed onto a vacant 
lot in Azusa. 
Federal Aviation Administration spokesman said 
Mrs. Stoehr, who took up flying in her 60s, and 
Della L. Kerfoot, 68, of Monrovia, had attempted 
a forced landing on the lot on a flight from Brack­ 


ett to Santa Barbara. 
Mrs. stoehr was a familiar sight at Brackett, 
where she kept her plane from her earliest flying 
days. 
“ She was a very outgoing person, always enthus­ 
iastic about flying. Probably 
one 
of 
the 
major 
things in her life was flying,” said Jam es H. Van 
W igner, a pilot and manager of the Pomona Water 
Department, who knew Mrs. Stoehr for more than 
10 years. 
“ Any time there was an event at Brackett, she 
was always there,” said Van Wagner, referring to 
the air activities in which Mrs. Stoehr took part. 
This included the Jim Long Memorial Air Race 
and the Powder Puff Derby. 
“ She was remarkable. That would be the best 
description,” remarked Donna Soper, secretary at 
Brackett Air Service. 
Mrs. Stoehr had taken off from Brackett and lat­ 
er, 
according 
to witnesses, 
the 
plane’s 
engine 
sputtered, then stopped and the aircraft fell in a 
spiraling arc. 
She was the wife of Pasadena attorney Freder­ 
ick G. Stoehr, also a flyer. 
Mrs. Stoehr, once a school teacher, took up fly­ 
ing at an age when most people are taking up re­ 
tirement. 
She conducted a one-woman campaign in behalf 
of flying and in the business cards she often hand­ 
ed out, she noted that she was an “ ex-lFF Duch­ 
ess,” referring to the International Flying Farmers. 


She was elected “ duchess,” at an IFF conven­ 
tion in 1962. 
“ I have respect for the sky," she once said. “ A 
sense of responsibility that approaches anxiety." 


“ I check and double check before taking off. 
Both I and my plane must be airworthy. I don’t 
want to be a casualty. 1 don't want to give aviation 
a blot." 
Officials said they were able to identify Mrs. 
Stoehr by the membership cards in her wallet. 


One of them was one of her business cards. 
“ Always yours for safe flying,” it read.

Six persons were dead as a result of the early 
autumn storm — five in the crash of a twin-engine 
plane Friday night outside Denver during a heavy 
snowstorm. 
Temperatures plummeted as much as 40 degrees 
as cold air settled in behind the storm. 
Heavy snow warnings remained in effect for 
mountain areas of Colorado and southeastern Wy­ 
oming. Travelers warnings were posted for wind­ 
blown snow in northern and central New Mexico, 
and freeze warnings extended throughout the Rocky 
Mountain region. 
Denver was blanketed by 7 inches of heavy, 
wet snow, which piled up at an inch an hour lor 
part of the night. 
Som e streets* in the Colorado capital resembled 
a tangled jungle of fallen trees, limbs and utility 
lines. Power failures hit scattered sections of the 
mile-high city. One person died in a storm-caused 
traffic accident. 
Aspen, southwest of Denver, measured a foot of 
snow shortly after midnight.
